3. Dl also discloses (see in particular Figure 5 and

a main processing unit (2) to which the first 
video signal (1) can be transmitted and with which a 
signal for the lines of the main picture can be 
generated; 

a second processing unit (9, 11) to which a 
second video signal can be transmitted and with 
which a signal for picture lines and blank space of 
a second image having a first picture ratio (4:3) 
and being suitable for superimposition onto the main 
picture can be generated, the pictures lines forming 
a sub-picture with a second picture ratio (16:9), 
the blank space adjoining in the vertical direction 
of the picture: 

a picture ratio detection circuit (101, 102,

103, 13) for generating a picture ratio signal which 
contains information about the picture ratio of the 
sub-picture and on the output side is connected to 
the second processing unit; 

a switching device (3) which on the input side 
is connected to the main processing unit (2) and the 
second processing unit (9, 11) and at an output 
transmits either the signal for the lines of the 
main picture (HB) or the signal for the picture 
lines of the sub-picture and a given portion of 
blank space (FZ) of the sub-picture, said portion 
being determined by the picture ratio signal; and 

a picture display control unit (4) which is 
connected to the output of the switching device (3) 
and generates a picture control signal with which a 
picture display device (5) for showing the main 
picture and superimposed picture can be controlled. 



Document Dl therefore also anticipates the subject 
matter of Claim 8. 



4. The feature of Claim 4 is also disclosed directly by 
the cited passages of Dl . Dl therefore anticipates 
the subject matter of Claim 4. 

5. Dl also anticipates the subject matter of Claims 6 
and 11. In Dl the input device is the microprocessor 
(13) . 



6. The displacement and change in the picture ratio of 
the blank space and the superimposition of 
additional signals as described in Claims 2, 3 and 7 
are known, for example, from D2 and D3 . A person 
skilled in the art would apply these measures to the 
comparable methods and arrangements described in Dl . 
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The subject matter of Claims 2, 3 and 7 therefore 
fails to involve an inventive step within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(3). 



7. The features of Claims 5, 9 and 10 are likewise 

suggested by D2 (see in particular paragraphs [0002] 
and [0003]) and hence the subject matter of these 
claims does not involve an inventive step.

cite Dl, D2 and D3 or indicate the relevant prior art 
disclosed therein. 
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
